INS officials confirmed that they 
had begun deportation proceedings 
but denied that politics was a moti- 
vation. 

In a recent newspaper article. Mr. 
Chamorro wrote: "The rebels are in 
the hands of framer national guards- 
men who control the ‘contra’ army, 
stifle internal dissent and Intimidate 
or murder those who dare oppose 
them. The rebels have been subjec t 
to manipulation bv the Central intel- 
l igence Agency, which has reduced it 
t o a front organization .'’ 
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
